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Jurisdiction  of  the  Port. 


The  limits  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Port  Health  Authority 
as  defined  by  the  Order  constituting  the  Authority  are  as 
follows: - 


"All  that  part  of  the  said  Port  of  Swansea  which  lies 
on  the  landward  side  of  a straight  line  drawn  from  the 
Mumbles  Point  to  the  South  Eastern  extremity  of  the 
said  Port  at  Nash  Point,  together  with  the  waters  of 
the  said  Port  of  Swansea,  within  such  limits,  and  all 
docks,  basins,  harbours,  creeks,  rivers,  channels,  roads, 
bays,  and  streams  within  the  aforesaid  limits  and  the 
place  or  places  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  appointed 
as  the  Customs  Boarding  Station  or  Stations  for  such 
part  of  the  said  Port  and  the  place  or  places  for  the 
time  being  appointed  for  the  mooring  or  anchoring  of 
ships  for  such  part  of  the  said  Port  under  any 
Regulations  for  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of 
diseases  issued  under  the  Authority  of  the  Statutes 
in  that  Behalf,  and  for  the  purposes  of  any  Regulations 
as  aforesaid  shall  also  extend  to  any  ship  which  in 
pursuance  thereof,  or  of  any  directions  given  thereunder, 
shall  be  moored  or  anchored  at  the  place  appointed  there- 
under as  aforesaid,  or  which  shall  be  on  its  way  thither."

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  as  the  Port 
Medical.  Officer  of  Health  of  the  Swansea  Port  Health  Authority 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1954. 

This  report  is  the  8lst  Annual  Report  and  has  been  prepared 
in  accordance  with  Article  17(3)  of  the  Sanitary  Officers 
(outside  London)  Regulations,  1933*  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  33/52  (form  Port  2C) , and  Circular  2£/54. 

The  tonnage  of  vessels  which .entered  the  ports  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Authority  during  the  year  was  5*933*967*  as 
compared  with  6,222,014  tons  in  1953,  whilst  the  number  of  vessels 
was  5,804. 

Details  of  the  amount  of  shipping  are  set  out  in  Table  B 
of  the  Report. 

Ships  arriving  from  foreign  ports  whose  crews  were  subjected 
to  medical  inspection  were  98,  the  number  of  persons  so  inspected 
was  3,626,  sanitary  inspections  conducted  on  foreign-going  and 
coastwise  vessels  were  4,941.  Nuisances  and  defects  dealt  with 
was  141.  Written  Informal  Notices  served  and  oral  instructions 
given,  together  with  the  results  of  serving  Notices  are  shown  on 
page  31. 

The  number  of  passengers  inwards  and  outwards  during  the  year 
was  439  and  436  respectively;  those  arriving  and  leaving  by  the 
same  vessel  are  not  included  in  these  figures. 

Vessels  carrying  Alien  passengers  arriving  at  the  ports  of 
the  Authority  were  58,  of  which  4 were  dealt  with  by  the  Medical- 
Inspector  of  Aliens. 

Aliens  medically  examined  were  6. 
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No  case  of  plague,  cholera,  smallpox,  typhus,  yellow  fever 
or  relapsing  fever  was  recorded  during  the  year. 

The  following  cases  were  landed  from  ships  from  foreign 
ports:  - 

Chickenpox  2,  Hepatitis  1,  Malaria  2,  Tuberculosis  2. 

The  two  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  Foreign  seamen,  both  were 
afterwards  repatriated  to  their  own  countries. 

One  case  of  infectious  disease  occurred  on  a ship  from  a 
foreign  port  but  was  disposed  of  before  arrival,  whilst  1 case 
was  landed  from  a coastwise  vessel. 

The  number  of  seamen  found  to  be  suffering  from  venereal 
disease  on  vessels  entering  the  port  or  occurring  during  stay 
in  port  was  21,  whilst  the  total  number  who  attended  for  treat- 
ment at  the  clinics  was  368. 

During  the  year  the  drinking  water  of  l6l  ships  was  sampled, 
and  of  this  number  68  showed  a high  bacterial  count,  and  7 showed 
evidence  of  faecal  pollution,  49  of  the  ships  were  British. 

Cn  page  19  will  be  found  a summary  of  the  three  years’  survey 
of  the  analysis  of  samples  of  drinking  water  during  the  years 
1952  - 1954. 

During  the  year  the  inspections  carried  out  on  vessels  in 
this  port  have  proved  that  there  are  many  vessels  still  at  sea 
without  adequate  washing  facilities  for  the  crew  and  in  the 
galleys. 

It  has  been  found  that  there  is  considerable  sweating  on 
the  shell  plating  in  the  accommodations,  especially  those  heated 
by  steam  radiators. 

One  particular  vessel  was  found  to  have  a very  obstructed 
access  to  the  sailors'  and  firemen1 s accommodation  forward, 
owing  to  a large  No.  1 hatch  and  the  small  gangway  being 
obstructed  by  the  spare  anchor  and  ladders  to  forecastle  head. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  the  Port  Health  Committee,  the  Clerk  to  the  Authority,  the 
staff , the  Officers  of  EM.  Customs,  H.M.  Immigration  Officers, 
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the  Officials  of  the  British  Transport  Commission,  the  Pilots, 
the  local  Agents,  Superintendents  of  the  various  shipping  firms 
surd  members  of  the  Ministry  of  Transport  staff  locally,  for  their 
great  assistance  and  willing  help  at  all  times.

PORT  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 
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Tuberculosis  Scheme  for  Seamen. 

During  the  year  under  review,  a scheme  was  introduced  which 
would  enable  every  seaman  putting  into  Swansea  to  have  a chest  X-ray. 

The  scheme  has  the  whole-hearted  support  of  the  National  Union  of  Seamen 
and  the  co-operation  of  the  doctors  attached  to  the  local  Shipping 
Federation. 

Prior  to  the  introduction  of  the  scheme  I had  many  discussions 
with  the  officials  of  the  National  Union  of  Seamen  so  that  agreement 
could  be  reached  on  all  points.  Discussions  were  also  held  with  the 
local  Shipping  Federation  doctors  and,  after  outlining  the  scheme  to 
them,  they  agreed  to  co-operate  in  every  way. 

In  the  May -June  1954  issue  of  "The  Seaman"  I wrote  an  article 
entitled  "Tackling  the  Menace  of  Tuberculosis"  , which  I herewith 
reproduce: - 

" The  seafarer  by  virtue  of  his  calling  is  often  unable  by 
force  of  circumstances  to  enjoy  the  same  opportunities  as  his 
fellow  beings  on  shore  of  having  a periodical  or  annual  X-ray 
of  his  chest,  as  a safeguard  against  the  possibility  of 
tuberculosis  being  present,  without  being  aware  of  it  until  it 
has  become  advanced  and  obvious,  and  secondly  of  spreading  the 
disease  quite  innocently  amongst  his  shipmates  or  affecting  the 
members  of  his  family,  his  vrife  and  children,  when  on  leave. 

Everyone  of  us,  whatever  our  calling,  is  liable  to  pick  up 
this  infection,  and  there  is  no  disgrace  about  it,  yet  unless 
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steps  are  taken  to  overcome  the  risk,  many  will  continue  to 
suffer  much  invalidism  and  accompanying  loss  of  wages. 

Let  us  illustrate  the  position  in  this  way.  A ship  with  a 
perfectly  fit  and  healthy  crew  and  officers  leaves  for  foreign 
ports  and  may  be  away  for  several  months,  during  which  time,  owing 
to  climatic  conditions  and  other  factors,  the  bodily  resistance  to 
infection  of  a member  of  those  on  board  falls,  hence  he  picks  up 
the  germ  which  causes  tuberculosis,  the  disease  prevalent  through- 
out the  civilised  world. 

At  first  and  possibly  for  many  weeks  to  come  the  person  so 
infected  will  have  little  or  no  symptoms  at  all  yet,  being 
infectious,  he  is  a great  source  of  danger  to  others,  especially  his 
cabinmates  who  live  and  sleep  with  him.  He  and  they,  being  oblivious 
of  what  is  happening,  on  return  to  their  respective  homes  can  infect 
members  of  their  household  and  so  out  of  one  single  unknown  case  many 
can  be  involved  quite  innocently. 

Had  there  been  means  available  to  have  a periodical  X-ray  exam- 
ination of  the  chest,  not  only  would  the  very  early  cases  have  been 
detected  such  as  outlined  above  and  appropriate  treatment  prescribed 
at  the  outset,  thereby  saving  a long  period  of  ill  health  and 
consequent  unemployment,  but  also  the  others  involved  would  have  been 
saved  the  risk  of  being  infected. 

The  sooner  the  disease  is  detected  the  quicker  and  more  certain 
the  cure. 

All  of  us  dread  the  thought  of  having  something  wrong  with  us 
and  unhappily  dislike  the  idea  of  being  investigated  especially  if 
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we  feel  well,  and  the  very  thought  that,  if  something  is  discovered 
wrong,  we  shall  be  put  on  the  sick  list  and  suffer  financial  loss 
alarms  us  considerably  and  we  are  apt  to  let  matters  slide. 

Yet  we  must  balance  these  several  matters  against  the  real 
perils  which  are  ever  with  us,  namely,  if  appropriate  steps  of 
early  detection  are  not  carried  out  then  the  day  will  come  when 
we  will  be  forced  by  illness  to  attend  for  investigation  and 
treatment,  and  then,  if  not  too  late,  many  months,  possibly  years, 
of  invalidism  and  unemployment  will  result,  as  well  as  the  havoc 
caused  to  our  families  and  colleagues. 

Therefore  for  these  several  reasons  it  is  most  advisable  that 
the  sailor  should  have  the  same  opportunity  for  the  X-ray  of  his 
chest  as  his  friends  ashore  but,  unfortunately,  owing  to  the  usual 
short  stay  of  the  ship  in  port,  unless  the  crew  are  being  paid 
off  or  going  on  leave,  it  is  often  impossible  to  arrange  for  a speedy 
service  to  suit  the  convenience  of  all  on  board. 

This  position  has  been  overcome  in  the  port  of  Swansea,  for  in 
co-operation  with  the  Welsh  Regional  Hospital  Board,  a Static  Mass 
Miniature  Radiography  Unit  has  been  established  in  the  Trinity 
Place  Clinic,  which  is  situated  in  the  centre  of  the  town  convenient 
for  all.  This  unit  affords  the  means  whereby  a great  number  of 
persons  can  have  their  chests  X-rayed  in  the  minimum  of  time. 

The  report  is  confidential  to  the  person  concerned. 

There  is  no  need  to  undress  and  its  purpose  is  to  ensure  that 
the  lungs  are  normal  and  free  from  tuberculosis., 
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Arrangements  have  been  made  for  pamphlets  to  be  issued  to 
all  members  of  the  crew  of  ships  arriving  in  the  port  of  Swansea, 
with  the  exception  of  those  from  Scandinavia  who  have  made  their 
own  arrangements.  These  pamphlets  outline  very  briefly  but 
clearly  the  advantages  of  having  the  chest  X-rayed,  and  they  also 
state  the  times  for  attendance.  Special  arrangements  can  be 
made  through  the  offices  of  the  Swansea  Port  Health  Authority, 

10  Somerset  Place. 

The  result  of  the  X-ray  will  be  posted  to  each  person  at 
the  address  given  at  the  time  of  attendance  at  the  clinic. 

Recent  investigations  have  shown  that,  whilst  there  has  been 
a dramatic  improvement  in  the  mortality  rate  of  tuberculosis  during 
the  last  five  years,  this  improvement  has  not  been  accompanied  by 
a comparable  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  of  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis. 

Finally  it  behoves  all  of  you  to  make  every  effort  to  be  X-rayed 
now  for  this  may  save  you,  your  family  and  your  shipmates  untold 
anxiety  in  the  future.  The  remedy  is  in  your'  own  hands.  " 

Briefly  the  scheme  is  as  follows: - 

A pamphlet,  explaining  the  advantages  of  mass  radiography  is  issued  to 
each  member  of  the  crew  of  every  ship  arriving  in  the  Port,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  those  of  the  Scandinavian  countries  who  have  instituted  a national 
compulsory  scheme  of  their  own  for  periodic  X-ray  examination. 
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The  pamphlet  indicates  the  location  of  the  Static  Mass  Miniature 

Unit  (the  first  to  be  made  available  in  this  country)  and  shows  the 

% 

times  of  the  various  sessions,,  If  there  are  difficulties  with  regard 
to  the  times  of  sessions  an  officer  of  the  Port  Health  Authority  can 
make  a special  appointment,  without  delay.  Administratively  the 
scheme  is  then  divided  into  two  separate  parts,  (l)  in  respect  of 
those  crew  who  are  likely  to  remain  in  port  for  more  than  three  days 
and  (2)  where  the  stay  is  less  than  three  days. 

Where  the  ship  is  in  Port  for  more  than  3 days. 

If  the  miniature  film  is  satisfactory  the  result  is  sent  to  the 
seaman  concerned.  If  not,  he  is  recalled  to  the  local  Chest  Clinic 
and  investigated^. . If  after  further  investigation  at  the  Chest  Clinic 
no  further  action  is  necessary  the  seaman  is  informed  accordingly. 

On  the  other  hand  if  the  Chest  Physician  is  still  not  satisfied,  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  informed.  If  the  case  has  been  diagnosed 
as  tuberculous  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  writes  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  the  area  where  the  seaman  is  normally  resident  so 
that  preventive  action  can  be  taken  in  respect  of  the  family  contacts. 
He  also  informs  the  local  Shipping  Federation  who  have  undertaken  to 
make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  the  examination  of  shipmate 
contacts.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the  case  is  to  remain  under  observa- 
tion, the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  informs  the  Shipping  Federation 
who  make  the  necessary  arrangements. 
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When  the  ship  is  in  Fort  for  less  than  3 days. 

If  it  is  not  possible  to  read  the  film  within  that  time  the 
result,  if  satisfactory,  is  forwarded  to  the  address  indicated  by 
the  seaman  at  the  time  he  was  X-rayed.  If  the  film  is  unsatisfactory, 
and  the  case  requires  further  investigation,  the  M.  O.H.  for  the  town 
where  the  man  is  normally  resident  and  the  local  Shipping  Federation 
is  informed.  In  this  manner,  it  is  possible  to  take  follow  up  action 
with  regal'd  to  the  seaman,  his  family  and  shipmates. 

The  following  tables,  kindly  prepared  by  the  Administrative 
Officer  of  the  Welsh  Regional  Hospital  Board  Mass  Radiography  Unit, 
show  the  number  of  seamen  who  took  advantage  of  the  facilities  offered. 
The  tables  also  include  those  National  Service  Recruits  who  will  be 
undertaking  their  National  Service  in  H.M.  Navy.  When  considering 
the  number  examined  it  must  be  appreciated  that  this  is  an  entirely 
new  venture,  and  like  many  other  schemes  in  the  preventive  field, 
progress  may  be  slow.  Perhaps  it  is  well  to  recall  that  a similar 
experience  was  encountered  when  the  Mobile  X-ray  Units  were  first 
introduced  for  the  general  population.  However,  by  the  constant 
endeavour  and  untiring  efforts  of  all  engaged  in  this  preventive 
field,  the  seamen  are  gradually  accepting  the  idea  that  it  is  wise 
to  have  a periodic  chest  X-ray. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  express  ny  appreciation  of  the 
excellent  co-operation  I have  received  from  all  concerned  in  working 
this  scheme,  particularly  Tom  Yates  Esq. , General  Secretary  and 
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W.  B.  McDaid  Esq0  , the  Swansea  Secretary  of  the  National  Union  of 
Seamen;  the  Chest  Physician*  Dr.  T„W0  Davies;  JcH„  Phillips  Esq. , 
the  Administrative  Officer  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  Mass 
Radiography  Unit,  and  the  Local  Shipping  Federation  doctors,

During  the  year  5 cases  of  tuberculosis  amongst  seamen  were 
notified.  Close  liaison  is  maintained  between  the  Port  Health 
Office  and  the  Public  Health  Office  and  full  information  regarding 
each  case  is  kept  at  both  offices., 

The  home  contacts  of  each  notified  case  were  seen  at  the  Chest 
Clinic  and,  in  accordance  with  arrangements  made  with  the  Shipping 
Federation  doctors,  the  name  of  the  seaman  and  the  last  ship  he  was 
serving  on  was  supplied  to  them.  The  Shipping  Federation  then  made 
arrangements  for  the  contacts  to  be  X-rayed  as  soon  as  possible, 
even  though  the  ships  were  in  foreign  waters „

Continual  inspection  and  diagnostic  trapping  is  carried  out  by 
the  rat  searcher*  During  the  discharge  of  cargo,  vessels  are  re- 
visited and  searched  for  dead  rats,  particular  attention  being  paid 
to  a vessel  arriving  from  a plague  infected  or  suspected  port*

At  the  fish  market,  66,412  cwts.  of  mixed  fish,  chiefly  from  the 
fishing  grounds  off  the  Irish  Coast  were  landed.  All  fish  is  inspected 
at  the  time  of  landing.  Condemned  or  unsold  fish  and  fish  offal  is 
removed  daily  to  the  fish  meal  factory,  to  be  converted  into  fish 
manure  etc. 

Other  foods  inspected  were  grain  and  flour  48,838  tons,  general 
merchandise  which  includes  potatoes,  sugar,  margarine,  butter,  cooking 
fats,  canned  meat,  canned  fruit,  coffee  essence,  pickling  cabbage, 
onions,  biscuits  and  confectionery  23,74 6 tons.  All  were  found  in 
good  condition,  except  small  quantities  damaged  by  sea  or  other  causes. 
All  unsound  food  with-held  frcm  human  consumption  was,  with  few 
exceptions,  disposed  of  locally.  When  sent  to  another  district,  the 
consent  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  receiving  district 
is  first  obtained.
